New state laws in 2016

Gov Rauner and lawmakers still haven’t agreed on a state budget, but they did 
come together to approve more than 230 new laws that took effect with the new 
year. Here’s a look at some of the new rules for 2016: 


» Police departments are not required to use 
body cameras, but now there are statewide 
rules for those that do. Chiefly, officers have to 
keep their cameras on when conducting law 
enforcement activities but can turn them off 
when talking to a confidential informant, or at 
the request of a victim or witness. Recordings 
generally are not subject to the state’s open 
records law, however, unless they contain 
potential evidence in a use-of-force incident, 
the discharge of a weapon or a death. In 
addition, the law bans the use of chokeholds, 
creates a database of officers who have been 
fired or resigned because of misconduct and 
requires an independent investigation of all 
officer-involved deaths. 

» It is now a Class A misdemeanor for pet 
owners to leave animals outside in extremely 
hot or cold weather. 

» Victims of sexual assault have longer to 
pursue charges against their attackers under a 
measure that delays the start of the 
10-year statute of limitations until after a rape 
kit is tested. 

» Powdered caffeine and powdered alcohol 
have been added to the list of banned 
substances in Illinois. 

» College students over 18 who have mental 
health issues are allowed to designate 
someone who can alerted about any problems 


or changes in behavior. 

» Mental health providers are barred from 
engaging in treatment with the purpose of 
changing the sexual orientation or gender 
identification (aka gay conversion therapy) of 
minors. 

» Transgender people are now covered under 
the state’s hate crimes law. 

» Lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
community centers have been added to the 
list of facilities protected from hate-based 
institutional vandalism. 

» Pumpkin pie is now the official state pie, a 
nod to Illinois’ status as a leading producer of 
the orange gourd. 

» Drivers of nonelectric vehicles caught 
parking in spots designated for electric 
vehicles face a $75 fine. 

» People in the country illegally are now able to 
obtain a license to practice law in Illinois. 

» Bobcats are now fair game during a new 
hunting season that runs from Nov. 1 through 
Feb. 15. 

» Those convicted of making false or prank 
calls to 911 centers will now be held responsible 
for reimbursing costs associated with an 
emergency response. 


Illinois considers allowing recall attempts of Chicago mayor 

The furor over recent Chicago police shootings has legislators considering whether voters should 
be allowed to recall Mayor Emanuel or future officials who hold his post. 

Under state Rep. La Shawn Ford’s proposal, two city aldermen would have to sign an affidavit 
agreeing with a recall petition and organizers would have to collect more than 88,000 signatures 
from registered voters in the city, with at least 50 signatures coming from each of 50 wards. 

The proposal needs approval from two-thirds of each chamber of the Illinois Legislature to pass 
during the session that starts this month. Illinois state law currently addresses only the recall of a 
governor, a provision voters approved in 2010 after former Gov. Rod Blagojevich was arrested and 
impeached, ap
